Body-Building, War 
Courses Stressed 


Phillips Academy will open its 
165th year next week with a school 
program placing heavy emphasis 
on body-building and studies re- 
lated to the war effort. Despite war 
conditions, the student body is ex- 
pected to be about as large as that 
of last year. 

For the first time in the history 
of the school, resident students will 
be expected to take care of their 
own rooms and personal belong- 
ings, and they will be onganized 
in squads to do certain work a- 
round the school grounds. A simi- 
lar program met with considerable 
success during the special summer 
session recently concluded, 

Physical education has been com- 
pulsory at Phillips before this year, 
but all related programs will be in- 
tensified. The full athletic sched- 
ule previously planned ‘for the 
whole year will be carried out in 
its entirety. All students. will par- 
ticipate in 14 different sports. 

Special war courses introduced 
during the last school year will be 
taught this year on a more ad- 
vanced basis, They will include 
first aid, navigation, communica-

In Many Elections 


J. Everett Collins, Andover’s only 
candidate in Tuesday’s primaries, 
was renominated by a handsome 
vote as one of the three Republican 
candidates for representative in 
General Court from the Fourth Es- 
sex district. Throughout the dis- 
trict, Mr. Collins received 2040 
votes, to 1977 for Ralph H. Hill, 
2088 for Alyce L. Schlapp and 1837 
for Carl A. Woekel. Herbert B. 
Bower, the only Democratic can- 
didate for nomination, received 1443 
votes. 

Mr. Collins was a natural favorite 
in Andover, where he received a 
total of 893 votes, to 458 for Mr. 
Hill, 503 for Mrs. Schlapp and 261 
for Mr. Woekel. He led the ticket

To all War Bond Workers: 


The impression seems to have 
spread that I regard the voluntary 
War Bond program as a “failure.” 
This is not only a distortion of any- 
thing I have said on the subject but 
it is also an injustice to the hund- 
reds of thousands of devoted volun- 
teers in all parts of the country 
who are working night and day to 
enlist the Nation’s savings for the 
war. 

In view of our swiftly rising war 
expenditures | have said that the 
voluntary War Bond program alone 
cannot close the gap between the 
amount of money available for con- 
sumer spending and the supply of 
goods available for civilian use. I 
have said that it must therefore be 
supplemented by a more drastic 
and comprehensive tax program, in- 
eluding a tax on spendings, a part 
of which would be treated as a debt 
to the taxpayer and repaid after the 
war. We shall, however, continue 
to rely upon voluntary lending for 
a large part of our financing. 

The mounting requirements of 
the war demand that our sale of 
War Bonds be continued and inten- 
sified. As I said to the Senate Fi- 
nance Committee last week, it is 
my belief that the voluntary War 
Bond program has produced and 
will continue to produce a great 


contribution to the Nation’s war 
effort. Regardless of the other 
measures that are needed, the 
voluntary savings program will be 
essential until the war is won. 

To our hundreds of thousands of 
War Bond volunteers, I should like 
to say that the Nation is counting 
on them more than ever to carry on 
the magnificent work in which they 
are so unselfishly engaged.

by nearly 40 votes in North An- 
dover, and was well supported in 
Methuen and Lawrence’s single 
ward. 


Only about 19 percent of the 
registered voters in Andover turned 
out for the primaries, one of the 
lightest votes here in many years. 
There were 956 Republican votes 
cast, against 212 Democratic. 


In other major contests on the 
Andover ballots, Lawrence Curtis 
of Boston won more Republican 
votes for state treasurer than all 


his opponents combined; Senator 
Henry Cabot Lodge was better than 
eight to one over Courtenay 
Crocker; and James D. Bentley re- 
ceived 545 votes to 327 for Cc. KF 
Nelson Pratt. 

On the Democratic side, Roger L. 
Putnam received 122 votes to 80 for 
Francis X. Kelly for governor; 
Francis X. Hurley beat the total of 
his three opponents for the nomina- 
tion for treasurer; and Joseph B. 
Casey was well ahead of John F. 
Fitzgerald in the senatorial race. 
Hugh A. Cregg, unopposed on the 
Democratic ticket, received 91 Re- 
publican votes here to 55 for Coan 
and 49 for Harrington.

We hope this editorial isn’t necessary. We hope that a re-

But just in case the recount doesn’t affect the ultimate re- 
sult, just in case Mr. Pratt emerges the winner by the narrow 
—and significant—margin of nine votes, the voters of Essex 
county would do well to spend a little time investigating the 
qualifications of Mr. Conway, the Democratic party’s nominee. 
And if they find that Mr. Conway has anything at all to recom- 
mend him to the position, he is a better man than Mr. Pratt 
for the office.

Those who voted for Mr. Bentley this time should continue 
their good record and vote for Mr. Conway, unless of course 
Bentley wins in the recount. It will mean Republicans voting 
for a Democrat, but party means absolutely nothing in county 
elections, and certainly in no election should consideration of 
party make voters choose a man whois an absolute misfit. 


Dictatorship of Apathy 


We do havea dictatorship in Democracy. It’s the dictatorship 


of apathy. It runs our government in many, many instances. 

Take Tuesday’s election for instance. A man was running 
for re-election as district attorney, and his name was on both 
the Democratic and Republican tickets. On the Democratic, he 
had opponents; on the Republican, he was unopposed. The lat- 
ter he won, the former he nearly won, and if there’s any reason 


why Hugh A. Cregg was renominated, it was because voters 
just don’t care. 


Here in Andover we thought that conditions in the City of 
Lawrence as revealed by the recent court action were disgrace- 
ful—but we were not surprised at the revelations. We knew 
that some of the office-holders over there were not above com- 
mitting unlawful acts; we knew that there was job-selling. We 
all knew, everybody in Lawrence knew, everybody in North 
Andover knew, and everybody in Methuen, but one man, knew. 
That man made his home in Methuen and had an office in Law- 
rence, and he was just about the only person who had never 
heard about political malfeasance in Lawrence. Somehow those 
little rumors just seemed to veer away from him, and him 
alone. 


They even got as far as Boston. The attorney-general even 
heard about them, and being a good attorney-general, he de- 
cided to investigate the stories. He sent the state police, and 
they found out a lot of things. Some of Lawrence’s office- 
holders are now in jail; others have paid pretty stiff fines. 
Others were lucky. All the prosecution was conducted by the 
attorney-general’s staff. In district attorney Cregg’s district, 
he was just an onlooker, when he, had he done his job right, 
would have been, and should have been, the prosecutor. 


But we may have him for another term. Why? Because no- 
body was enough interested in good government to do a little 
work to get somebody else elected. In the Republican party no- 
body was enough interested to get some good candidate to 
enter the race against Cregg. 

Primaries ARE important, terribly important. And the 
period before the primaries is important, too. It’s time we rea- 
lized that; it’s time somebody developed a good government 
organization that would see that capable candidates enter the 
race and are elected.

Many people have been asked to 
volunteer their services as much- 
needed air raid wardens for the 
town.

No one can afford not to be in- 
terested. The town is simply the 
united efforts of all its citizens. 
Whatever job each citizen does in 
civilian defense is far more than 
service to some one else, it is ser- 
vice to himself and his family. An- 
dover, in general, realizes this. At 
least one thousand of its citizens 
are in civilian defense. Many others 
have responsibilities that take their 
full time. To all these we are grate- 
ful, for they are real citizens of a 
community. There are others whose 
help is greatly needed in the ward- 
en service. There are gaps in every 
precinct for full coverage during 
night and daylight hours. 

Of course, this means some sac- 
rifice of time—an hour or two now 
and again. Those who are already 
doing their share, those who have 
already volunteered to join are all 
aware of this. Those people who 
“aren’t interested” don’t realize how 
seriously these men and women are 
taking their duty. One warden, 
after working twelve hours as a 
guard, wet through from a rain 
storm, came on duty to take his 
shift of work. He could easily have 
notified his chief that he just 
couldn’t make it. But he felt a re- 
sponsibility that he had guaranteed 
to fulfill, and he didn’t let personal 
interests interfere. He isn’t a young 
man. He is no hero to others, for 
only a handful of us know who he 
is. But he is satisfied with a job 
well done, 

So far about 50 citizens have 
volunteered to attend the new ward- 
en school.. We still need at least 
50 more, and we can use as many 
as we get. Don’t wait to be ap- 
proached personally. Some one is 
certain to be missed. Send in your 
name to the civilian defense office, 
telephone 1361, or just come to the 
opening night of the warden’s 
school on Monday, September 21, at 
7:30, at the Memorial Hall library.
